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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Tanaka (US 6674470) does 
not teach claim 1 , and reset line 36-1 from the Tanaka reference is not a light shielding film, is not shared by any pixels, and does not have 
any openings. However, Tanaka first embodiment in Fig. 7 clearly teaches the reset line is shared by the two pixels corresponding to 
photodiodes 92a and 92b. Col 7 from line 64 teaches the structure of Fig. 7 allows two photodiodes or two pixels to exist in one unit 
sharing some components including the reset line to reduce area or size. Tanaka first embodiment does not teach the reset line is a 
shielding film with openings, however one of ordinary skill in the art recognizes that only the photodiode is light sensitive and the other 
circuitry including signal lines are commonly metal or some other light sheiding matieral. Thus, Tanaka sixth embodiment is cited to teach 
wiring associated with the reset transistor, which is Fig. 28C reference number 270 is taught in Col 24 Lines 15-19 to serve as light shilding 
film covering everything except the portion above the photodiode. The wiring associated with the reset transistor serves this purpose, 
therefore one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize the wiring associated with the reset transistor in Fig. 7 embodiment 1 , could also 
serve this purpose of light shielding film covering everything except the photodiode. Therefore, examiner maintains that It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the first embodiment of Tanaka with the sixth embodiment to 
realize a signal line associated with the reset transistor which is not only shared by pixels, but also serves as a light shielding film, as most 
everything in the pixel circuit other than the photodiode serves as, as well as covers the portion except for above the photodiode. 
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
